If not included 
herewith (or previously mailed), a Notice of Allowance (PTOL-85) or other appropriate communication will be mailed in due course. THIS 
NOTICE OF ALLOWABILITY IS NOT A GRANT OF PATENT RIGHTS. This application is subject to withdrawal from issue at the initiative 
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International Bureau (PCT Rule 17.2(a)). 
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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This is in response to communication on 05/19/06, with respect to claims 21, 24-26, 28 
and 138 have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection of last Office 
action has been withdrawn. 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 37 
CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible for 
continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been 
timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 8/01/06 has been entered. 

The following is the current status of claims: 

Claims 1-20, 22-23, 27 and 29-137 have been canceled. 

Claim 138 has been added. 

Claims 21, 24-26, 28 and 138 remain pending for examination. 
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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1 , 4, 6-8, 14-15 and 20-24 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

With respect to claim 1 t the claimed features "a computer-implemented method or 
reciprocally and automatically matching data files, the method comprising the steps of 
automatically comparing the contents of the first enhancement object to the contents of the 
second enhancement object; and automatically matching the resume-based data file to the job 
description-based data file at least partially on the basis of the outcome of the automatic 
comparison of the contents of the resume-based data file to the contents of the job description- 
based data file, and at least partially on the outcome of the automatic comparison of the 
contents of the respective first and second enhancement objects" in combination with 
other element of the independent claims would not found anticipated or obvious over the prior art 
made of record. 

The dependent claims, being definite, further limiting, and fully enabled by the 
specification are also allowed. 
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The closest prior art, Kurzius et al., U.S. Patent No. 6,385,620relates to system and 
method for the management of candidate recruiting information. Perell et al., U.S. Patent No. 
6,658,400 relates to computer database and interactive server systems, and more particularly to 
systems including multiple user Internet based interfaces. Smith, U.S. Patent No. 6,701,313 
relates to a method and apparatus for data object generation and matching. Wiens et al., U.S. 
Patent No. 6,363,376 relates to a method and system for querying and posting to multiple career 
websites on the Internet from a single interface but fail to teach the above limitations.
